Value of Imports.—The value of goods imported from countries beyond Australia is recorded in Australian currency and represents the amount on which duty 
is ede or would be payable if duty were ad valorem. Section 154 (1) of the Customs Act, 1901-1954, provides that ‘‘when any duty is imposed according to 
value, the value for duty shall be the sum of the following” :— 

(a) (1.). The actual money price paid or to be paid for the goods by the Australian importer plus any special deduction ; or 
(m1.) The current domestic value of the goods, whichever is the higher ; 
(b) All charges payable or ordinarily payable for placing the goods free on board at the port of export. 
“Current domestic value” is defined as ‘‘the amount for which the seller of the goods to the purchaser in Australia is selling or would be prepared to sell for 


cash, at the eats of exportation of these goods, the same quantity of identically similar goods to any and every purchaser in the country of export for consumption 
in that country.” 


Quantities.—Generally, but not invariably quantities have been shown in the ordinary trade unit ; where the cental is used, the nuit equals 100 pounds 
avoirdupois. Where imports have been declared in packages without an indication being given of the number, capacity or weight, of the articles imported, the 
values only have been inserted. 


N.E.I. (‘‘not elsewhere included’’) and N.E.S§. (‘‘not elsewhere specified’’) refer to articles not covered in other items listed separately in the full Statistical 
Classification. However, some of the items listed separately in the full Statistical Classification do not appear on this table (see note above).

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AVERAGE RAINFALL OVER AGRICULTURAL AREAS 


Statistics of average rainfal} over agricultural areas have been completely revised and are not comparable with 
figures published prior to the 1956-57 edition. 

Previously, average rainfall was calculated for each county in which there was a significant amount of cropping, 
and divisional and State averages were computed by weighting these figures by the total area of the respective counties. 
However, this resulted in too much weight being given to counties w hich had a relatively small area under crop. Accor- 
dingly, revised calculations have been Sanda (monthly back to 1947, and for the wheatgrowing season and the whole 
vear lack to 1905), with county rainfall w eighted by the total area under crop in that county. 

In a number of counties the area under crop is now negligible, and these counties (listed below) are excluded from 
recent calculations of rainfall. However, a few of these counties (marked * *) were included in calculations for the years 
1905 to 1946, although subsequently excluded. It should be noted that County Hamley has been omitted, because 
crops in this area are almost entirely dependent on irrigation rather than on rainfall. 

Excluded counties are : 

Lower North—Kimberley*. 

Upper North—Blachford, Derby, Granville*, Hanson*, Herbert, Lytton, Newcastle*, Taunton. 
Western—RBosanquet, Hopetoun, Hore-Ruthven, Manchester, York. 

Murray Mallee—Hamley, Young.

PERIOD COVERED 


The period covered by the statistics in this Part is, in the main, the twelve months ended 30th June. In 
cases where some other accounting period is used it is permissible to complete the census schedule for that 
accounting period. These cases, however, are comparatively few, and their inclusion in no way impairs the 
comparability of the statistics in the year under review or from year to year. The Bureau also collects monthly 
statistics of certain articles produced and materials used. Because of the variation in annual accounting periods 
aggregates of these figures for the twelve months July to June may not agree with annual totals shown herein. 


DEFINITIONS 


Factory.—For the purposes of the accompanying statistics a factory is defined as an establishment in which 
four or more persons are employed or where power-driven machinery is used in manufacturing, repairing, or 
assembling. Jt should be noted that the details relating to small establishments not classified for statistical purposes as 
factories are not included in the figures shown herein. 


Average Number of Persons Employed.— All persons employed in the manufacturing activities of a factory are 
counted as factory employees. The figures relating to employment, therefore, exclude all those engaged in selling 
and distribution, such as salesmen, travellers, collectors, carters engaged solely on outward delivery of manu- 
factured goods, and retailing storemen. The figures, however, include proprietors who work in their own 
businesses and “‘out-workers”’. 


The average number of persons employed is quoted on two different bases; the average during the period 
of operation and the average over the whole year. Of these, the former is simply the aggregate of the average 
number of persons employed in each factory during its period of operation (whether the whole or only part of the 
year); this average is used only in respect of details relating to classification according to number of persons 
employed. The latter, which is used in all other instances, is calculated by reducing the average number working 
in the factories (irrespective of period of operation) to the equivalent number working for a full year. 


Working Proprietors are included in all employment figures other than those relating to age dissections, 
but in all cases drawings by working proprietors are excluded from salaries and wages paid. 


Value of Materials Used.—This item includes the value, in the usual sense, of the materials used, stores 
used, containers, tools replaced, and materials used in repairs to plant. In general, it does not include the value 
of customers’ articles or materials repaired, assembled, or treated by the factory. 


Value of Fuel Etc. Used.—This item includes also the cost of power, light, lubricants, and water used. 


Value of Output.—The value of factory output is the value of the goods manufactured or their value after 
passing through the particular process of manufacture and includes the amount received for repair work, work 
done on commission, and receipts for other factory work. The basis of valuation of the output is the selling 
value of the goods at the factory exclusive of all delivery costs and charges and excise duties but inclusive of 
bounty and subsidy payments to the manufacturer of the finished article. 


Value of Production.—The value of production is the value added to raw materials by the process of manu- 
facture. It is calculated by deducting from the value of factory output the value (at the factory) of materials, 
containers, packing, power, fuel, and light used, tools replaced, and materials used in repairs to plant (but not 
depreciation charges). 


In the process of manufacture many goods are treated in several industries, the output of one becoming 
the raw materials of another, so that such commodities are counted more than once in the aggregate value of 
output and of raw materials. Examples are raw sugar passing from the mills to the refinery, metals from the 
smelters which become raw materials in establishments concerned in the production of metal goods, and timber 
from the sawmills used in furniture factories and in joinery. On the other hand, the aggregate value of production 
is assessed without duplication, the value added by each industry being taken into account once only. For this 
reason the value of production, and not the value of the output, is used as a measure of activity in the manu- 
facturing industries as a whole. 


There are many miscellaneous expenses, such as maintenance of buildings, depreciation, workers 
compensation insurance, other insurances, pay-roll tax, income tax, advertising, interest on borrowed money, 
bad debts, and many other sundry charges, which are not taken into account. Consequently it must not be 
inferred that when wages and salaries are deducted from value of production the whole of the surplus is available 
for interest and profits. 


Rated Horse-power of Engines Used.— Statistics of power used in factories other than Central Electric 
Stations relate to the ‘‘rated horse-power”’ of engines ordinarily in use and of engines in reserve or idle, omitting 
obsolete engines. In the case of Central Electric Stations the figures refer to the “rated capacity” of engines 
and generators installed. 


Note: From 1940-41 particulars for Electricity and Gas undertakings refer to generation only. Details of distribution and 
transmission (in 1940-41 covering approximately 1,500 persons, £400,000 in salaries and wages, and £700,000 value of production), 
which were previously included, are now excluded.
